Dear Mr. Dulles: 

Prom newspapers and magazines I have learned of the 
latest development in your brother John's illness. 

I am very sorry in this particular case, your brother 
having been a useful man to the American people, in a time 
so filled with crises. 

I was even more shocked and sorry when - many years 
ago - my mother died from the same dreadful disease, of 
which she had been a victim for 25-30 years. At one 
occasion she had to have a breast removed, at another one 
of her eyes had to be sacrificed. The third time nobody 
could help her - she had developed cancer of the intestines 
and stomach..,. 

Having, therefore, gone through the same agony as you 
are experiencing now, you will not find it strange that I 
set out to learn all I could about diseases in general, and 
cancer in particular. But what may seem strange to you is, 
that - after ca. 20 years of research - I found out that 
cancer, like so many other diseases, is directly traceable 
to wrong eating habits. No one who eats correctly can de- 
velop cyicer . Unfortun ately, the American Medical Assocl a- 
tion and the American Cancer Society take the attitude that 
diet has no connection with a person's illnesses . This is 
THE GREIat^Ist blunder of modem medical science, a blunder 
that can only be matched by the unwillingness on the part 
of the two organizations to investigate the matter. Because 
of this negative attitude millions of people have met an 
early death, a death that is so much more dreadful as it is 

the consequence of a gradual breaking down of an otherwise 
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Too long has the AMA been permitted to be believed with 
their: "We alone know;" too long has its monopolistic endeavors 
been tolerated by a gullible society. There are most important 
other approaches to complete victory over cancer . However « 
they are not even permitted to be investigated. Instead, the 
recognition and use of surgery. X-rays and other radiation 
as the only avenues to the conquest of cancer have been hailed 
again and again at the cost of millions of dollars. And this 
is being done by a uni on -monopoly, which has nothing else on 
its mind than that of helping Medical Doctors to make more moneye | 

I am a Norwegian who has studied nutrition for ten years 
here in the United States. What I have learned is no less than 
sho eking i This country is headed for the worst catastrophe in 
its history, mainly because, in the middle of its wealth, it 
is ignorantly undermining its health. I am not maintaining 
that other western countries are much better off. They are 
not. But this does not improve the situation here any. 

If, Mr, Dulles, you feel that your brother's untimely 
exit should, in the end, be turned into a victory over disease, 
misery and death, then, please: Be Instinimental in causing 
an all-out cancer investigation to be launched - under the 
watching auspices of the United States Congress, A greater 
monument over your beloved brother can not be thought of. 

And a greater triun^ih for the human mind can't be thought 
of, either, 

I have, a couple of times, written the President con- 
cerning his Illness, I never got an answer showing that my 
letters were taken seriously. Rather, I had the feeling that 
my letters were not very welcome. I understand the President 
does not want to listen to unsolicited advices, but sticks 
to appointed advisors only. 

This is wrong* And this is one reason why your brother 
now has become a victim of medical ignorance, if the Pres- 
ident, at the time following his heart attacks, had delved 
into this whole matter of right contra wrong nutrition, 
much would certainly h^ve been different in the world today. 

But the President was not master of the situation. 

Its up to you now, Mr, Dulles, to make a decision as 
a h\unan who feels responsibility toward mankind. If you feel 
that the task is too big or not worth-while, just throw this 
letter into your waste basket. If you feel that something 
must be done, do it. Whatever you decide on, this-letter will 
be kept in file until a suitable time for ita-^^b libation,
